The 
Board would be empowered to 
make prohibition orders themselves, 
and an Appeal Board would. be 
established. The bill proposed that 
the Appeal Board should consist 
of three. members, and that the 
chairman should be a Judge of the 
Supreme Court, High Court or Cir- 
cuit Court, or a barrister or solicitor 
of seven years standing. Other 
slight alterations in the Sia con- 
sequential on ‘these, were also pro- 
vided for.

BOLA D skid ‘that in regard to 
the eensorship of periodicals there 
had bean complete success and no 
complaints. It should be remem- 
tered that the main reason for set- 
ting up the Board was to check 
the import of undesirable news- 
papers and other pcriodicals. With 
regard to the censorship of books, 
there had been some complaints— 
but very few when it was remem- 
bered that nearly 2,000 books had 
been prohibited. 
“In ohe sense.” the Minister said, 
“it hardly seems worth while to 
interfere with a system which has 
worked so well, but I think that 
there is a good case for some form 
of appeal, and that, however rarely 
the right of appeal may be exer- 
<— the mere existence of that 
will provide an ans®*er to such 
criticisms as have been made. 

“én any case,” he added, “a 
change is mecessary as regards the 
Minister's position. 1 have long 
felt that the position is unsatisfac- 
tory and unreal, and ought not to 
be allowed to continue.” 

tr. E. COOGAN (F.G.) said the 
Minsstes did not give any indication 
as to the probable cost of adminis- 
tcring the new Board or the Appeal 
Board.

The local 
bodies concerned were Galway City, 
Co. Mayo and Co. Galway. Mayo 
County Council contended that they 
should be relieved of their contribu- 
tion to the Board, and provision was 

made for the revision of the contribu- 
tions. The revised contributions 
would be: —Galway Corporation, 60 
per cent.; Galway County Council, 
30 per cent., and Mayo County 
Council, 10 per cent. 

The second stage was passed, and 
the Committee stage fixed for next 
Wednesday. 
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MR MOHAMMED ALI 
JINN. AH, President of the All- 
India Moslem League, accused the 
Congress Party of. planning to 
* crush the Moslems with British 
bayonets” in an election speech to 
Moslems _ yesterday. He also 
asserted that Mr. Gandhi and Pandit 
Nehru wanted to keep the Moslems 
under a Hindu Government in 
order to mete out to them a fate 
similar to that of the Jews in 
Germany. Mr. Jinnah rejected the 
claim of the Congress Party to 
represent the. whole of India. 

’ he said, .“ is making 
false propaganda in the. Press— 
which is in the hands of Hindus— 
that the League is a body of 
Nawabs, knights and wealthy land- 
owners and that various sectional 
Moslem bodies are not with the 
League. They can tell this only to 
mad people. 

“In official documents the 
Government has recognised that the 
League is the sole representative 
body of Moslems in India. 

"We are accused of not having 
made any sacrifices for our goal,” 
he said, and added: “I am afraid 
we cannot contribute that sort of 
sacrifice to which Congress seems 
accustomed—namely, to sit like 
goats under the police baton and 
them go to jail, complain of loss of 
weight, and manage to get released.” 

Mr. Jinnah challenged Congress 
to put up Moslem candidates against 
the League candidates in the elec- 
tions. The results, he said, would 
prove to the world that the Con- 
gress claim to represent the whole 
of India was false,
